One wise guy from Califor- 
nia sent us two bricks carefully wrapped, 
airmail, special delivery — no stamps, It 
cost us $7.67 to find out. Then there’s the 
jokester who had thousands of pieces of 
mail sent to hundreds of companies who 
ostensibly had offices at Common Sense (all 
non-existent). Packages not ordered were 
delivered; many salesmen called only to 
learn this was someone’s idea of a joke! 

We have learned to live with petty 
nuisances and the trials that daily plague 
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us — they are all part of the game. But 
what hurts us most is that good people very 
often must suffer because of this outside 
interference and sometimes there~-are seri- 
ous delays over which we have no control, 
not to mention the loss in revenue. You 
can be sure of one thing: We appreciate our 
readers and we want to serve them 
efficiently.

Unfortunately many 
letters remain unanswered due to lack of 
necessary help, However, we ask your for- 
bearance and understanding in case some- 
thing goes wrong with your orders or 
subscriptions, The fault is not always ours. 
The one way you can help in such matters 
is by writing us fully and legibly and always 
remember: “NO MATTER WHERE THE 
FAULT LIES, WE ARE ALWAYS WILL- 
ING TO MAKE AMENDS FOR PAPERS 
OR BOOKS NOT RECEIVED IF IT IS 
POSSIBLE FOR US TO DO SO. 

Our problems and harassments are not 
limited to the mail area alone. The enemy 
has carefully, designedly and systematically 
circulated a barrage of vicious smears and 
lies calculated to reflect on our integrity or 
hurt us financially. 

Pressured by the ADL, the N.J. State 
Legislature condemns us as a “hate sheet” 
just about every other year. The same 
source was behind the unsuccessful attempt 
two years ago to force the passage of 
legislation that would have barred Common 
Sense from the mails.

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CHRIST VERSUS JEWISH TALMUD

Today, we are told by so many of fhe 
“Christian” Churches that to be “anti- 
Semitic” is to be un-Christian. 

Certainly if we are to regard the only 
true Semites as being the Arabs, it is cor- 
rect to state that Christian-Arab animosity 
is no longer a real force in the world—and 
only the modern Israelis and their Zionist 
sympathizers seem to be deeply and in- 
herently anti-Semitic. 

However, a closer examination of the 
relationship of Christ and those who since 
His day have called themselves Jews is 
worthy of curiosity, if only because this 
relationship is glossed over by these same 
Christian churches which today raise the 
modern Jew before us as though they were 
indeed the Chosen Race. 


Our Lord Jesus Christ made only one set-

If this attitude may be regarded as ex- 
treme, there is no denying the historical 
basis behind the claim of Christ, and the 
Samaritans, that the Pharisees were not 
true Jews in parentage or doctrine. In case 
my readers may wish to have more scholar- 
ly, modern confirmation of these views, may 
we quote here the Talmudic Professor Louis 
Finkelstein (who had the distinction of 
instructing the Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, Earl Warren, in 
Talmudic Law) from his book “The Phari- 
see’s,” published by the Jewish Publication 
Society in 1946: ` 

“Pharisaism becomes Talmudism. Tal- 
mudism becomes Medieval Rabbinism, and 
Medieval Rabbinism becomes Modern Rab- 
binism. But throughout these changes of 
name, inevitable adaptation of custom, and 
adjustment of Law, the spirit of the ancient 
Pharisees survives unaltered.” 


In short, Pharisaism,; which was Babylon- 
ian, and considered un-Jewish and improper 
by Jesus and many- of His contemporaries, 
is still the guiding spirit of modern 
“Judaism.” Modern Jewry is therefore 
largely guided by ideas borrowed from and 
characteristic of that ancient Babylon, 
against which John and all the prophets 
spoke. This is borne out by Chief Rabbi Dr. 
J. H. Hertz in his foreward to the Soncino 
edition of the Bablyonian Talmud published 


“The Talmud is the product of Palestine, 
of the Bibl 


ence (the influence of Babylon) new religi- 
ous ~institutions, such as the synagogue, 
came into existence.” 


So proud are the modern Babylonians of 
their ancient connection and inspiration 
from the mongrel culture of the Tigris and 
Euphrates valley, of ancient Babylon, that 
they openly call their Talmud the “Babylon- 
ian Talgud.” 


Christ’s task on coming to earth seems 
historically to have been to expose the evil 
of the Babylonian, Pharisaic influences, and 
to reveal, in their place. a religion of love 
and mercy. While the Talmud teaches deceit 
and falsehood, conspiracy and murder, 
Christ taught kindness and goodness. The 
Pharisee, we have seen, He described as 
being the son of the devil, whose father “was 
a murderer from the beginning,” who 
“abode not in the truth for there was no 
truth in him.” Christ came to earth in the 
land of Palestine, because this was the very 
breeding ground and center of the Pharisaic 
evil which had subverted the preaching of 
the Gospels and replaced His word with 
Babylonian doctrine. 


So it was that Jesus flayed the money- 
changers and drove them out of the temple.
